LONDON, May 10.—The German sub- 


marine base of Ostend, on the Belgian 
coaat, has been blocked as the result o: 
a new raid by British naval forces, the 
admiralty announces.

cruiser Vindictive, filled with concrete, 
has been sunk, across the entrance to 
the harbor. 


The British lost one motorboat. Their 


casualties were slijrht. 


The announcement follows: 
"Operations designed to close 
the 


ports of Ostend and Zeebrugge were 
successfully completed last night when 
Lhe obsolete cruiser Vindictive was su 
between the piers and across the 
trance to Ostend harbor. 


"Since the attack on Zeebrugge on 


April S3, the Vindictive had been filled 
with concrete and fitted as a block ship 
for this purpose. 


"Our light forces have returned to 


their base with the loss of 
one 
motor 


launch, which had been damaged and 
was sunk by orders of the vice admiral 
to prevent it from falling: into the hands 
,of the enemy. 


"Our casualties were light." 


Apparently tho British have carried 


out another raid on the German subma- 
rine bases on the "Belgian coast similar 
to thn one on April -3 when so much 
damage was done to the harbor 
and

light cruiser Vindictive landed British 
storming parties at Zeebrugge, the at- 
tackers doing- considerable damage to 
the mole after storming German bat- 
teries.

Franca since the evacuation of Kivnch 
villages during the recent drive is from 
Anne Dike, director of the work in 
France. The letter follows: 


Le Comite pour les Pays Deva^stes, 
Zone des Armees. Easter Sunday. 
Formerly Civilian Committee 
for

To the Committees in America: 
What can I tell you that would most 
Interest 
our 
friends 
of 
the terrible 
«Tents which li.-.ve taken place here in 
the last ten (lavs? It would be impossi- 
ble to Eive you any adequate descriijtion 
of what has haiipened. J can only touch 
the high lichts. 
1'or the first three 
weeks of March we- had magnificent, | 
fine weather: we lived on the qui vive 
for the German offensive, and 
as 
the 
days prolonged into weeks, we somehow 


began to accept the Idea that the pour- 
parlers for peace wore on the tapis— 
ami then suddenly came the downpour. 
The afternoon of Tuesday, the 19th, I 
went to T— 
to open an enormous 


Hritisll hospital at the invitation of the 
Army Corps Headcjuarters. As their re 
Rion adjoined ours, and we had estab- 
lished very good relations with them in 
same spirit of co-bperalion 
we 
enjoy 


with the French army. I accepted .the 
honor. Today that hospital (which was 
so splendidly" prepared for the offensive 
in the Chateau of T 
) is now belnc 
shelled!

Palm Sunday—a few 
who 
could 
be 


spared, with 
the refugees, went 
to 


church to .pray for victory, the guns 
.still roaring-, the church full of soldiers, 
and weeping mothers. 
Sunday night, 


every member of the unit, with the ex 
ceptlon of two, wan sent to a place of 
safety. Monday, two of us received and 
fed 200 refug-ees still waiting for Ca- 
mions to carry 
them back. The Rci! 
Cross was doing all in its power to give 
us the necessary transportation. I can 
never describe ,the 
awful tension of 
those hours while we waited for the 
cars. Then the great French army sent 
us ten camions. It waa late in the even- 
ing, we helped the people in, and 1m 
plored them to be separated 
from 
tlu 
few ^oods.'and chattels the poor things 
wished to carry, and they left with our 
promises to take them "some day soon." 
About midnight the Ked Cross cars ar- 
rived, we rapidly put into them some of 
the valuable stores we knew might bo 
required, soup, milk, flour and sugar 
especially, also blankets and mattresses. 
We did not know what to expect. It 
was a wild night, the Germans were re- 
ported as coming1, and coming fast- 
were the French and Knglirfh holding* 
Would our beloved centre fall into the 
hands of the 
enemy? We could not 


think; we had to work, and we did until 
morning1. Then camfe a sudden call from 
:he French headquarters, 
asking 
th<? 
ast two members.10-move a little far- 
;her back, but to wait there until fur- 
her orders. 
We were reassured thiit 
he great French army had 
.stemmed 


the advance in our direction, but that 
ve must move. Two 
of our French 


workmen, the mason and plumber, who 
jave helped us for eight months to re- 
tore some order in this long suffering 
4isne, refused to leave the chateau, and 
emained, and still remain as guardian.-; 
until we have authorization to return 
n the last few days, events have taken \ 


a. better turn, we are optimistic, we are 
lopeful, we believe and want to believe 
he hideous waves of German hordes 
lave been stopped. We are here to help 
—that is all we know and care. There 
s the deepest gratitude in our hearts 
hat we were wanted and needed.—it is 
a sweet compensation for nine months' 
work in this resrion. 


And now we are in the war, saving 
ivestock, feeding; refugees, 
our 
two 
anteens, thanks again to Miss Moulton 
and the Good Will club, 
are 
serving 


hree to five thousand soldiers day and 
light with hot chocolate and coffee—a 
ew officers, ask for bouillon or soup, 
.he majority of the soldiers have had 
coffee, or a liind of 
indifferent 
brown 
iquid for so long that when we give 
hem our good chocolate with sugar in 
t, they exclaim with pleasure like chtl- 
Iren. Our three other canteens were 
requisitioned by the army, in a moment 
.f terrible difficulty—how glad we were 
.o be able 
to 
offer them. We have 


opened an infirmary for the wounded 
opposite the canteen; here we care for 
ost soldiers, tired soldiers, soldiers 
with letters to write, questions to be 
answered. In the villa, where we were 
mraediately lodged by the army, wr- 
lave a dispensary for civilians who are 
11, and the very ill ones are taken to a 
hospital at Villers Cotterets 20 kilome- 
.res away. This villa is destined to be- 
come the home of the American Wom- 
en's hospital; in the meantime, we are 
using it for the present emergency. The1 
committee of the 
Aisne devastee has j 
asked us to take over all their villages. ; 
as they feel unequal to the task of car- j 
rying on the work. 
This gives us the 


entire Aisne, the first and secondary 
ones to the southern limit- of the de- 
partment. 
Our livestock 
is housed on a farm 


given us by the .ministry of agriculture, 
including the livestock we could collect 
belonging to our refugees, as well as 
our own. 
We have bought back two 
small grocery shops we had established, 
and sent the proprietors to the interior 
with a little ready cash. 1 think t h i s j 
was one of the funniest episodes that 
occurred, and incidentally kept us alive 
to the comedy that always plays close 
to tragedy. 
We needed it. To see this 
strange collection of potted meat, wine 
and cheese relieves the tedium of grind- 
ing and roasting coffee for the canteens. 


One of the officers of French army 
headquarters called 
to express their 
thanks and appreciation for what the 
unit had done. The minister of Blocus 
and Pays devastees visited us yesterday 
for the same purpose, and we have been 
asked by the ministry of war to organ- 
ize as quickly as possible another such 
unit for Alsace, 
and another 
in the 
north, all of. which we hope and wunt 
to do, because we see and understand 
better than ever before what American 
support means in this terrible war- 


When life is a bit smoother for us. i 


shall examine the 
proposition of 
thu 
ministry of war for both centres. 
At a meeting yesterday of the rnin- 


stry of BIocus, the prefecture and our- 
selves, it was decided to continue with 
increased spirit and'interest the work 
of cultivation of the land, it becomes 
in fact one of our most imperative du- 
ties, in view of the fact that none of us 
know how much longer this state of 
war is going to exist. Today I had a 
meeting of the principal farmers of our 
region, those of them who were living 
too near the firing line have sent oft' 
their families and remained to see thu 
question through with us of what is to 
be done, to "carry on." 
They are pre- 


pared to live on the farm assigned to 
us, and help in the care of the livestock 
until certain important questions have 
been decided. 
Two .of our workmen 


and the petit inutile who is in charge of 
our incubators, are also farming. Hay 
has to be found for the horses, straw, 
and beet roots for the rabbits and goats. 
An appalling amount of work, and so 
much to organize before we can have 
order again, but daylight is coming. Our 
other two workmen will remain at the 
chateau as guardian and whenever an 
empty army camion is coming in our di- 
rection orders are given to call first at 
the chateau to bring us any supplies we j 
may need for distribution. 
For this, 


and many other reasons which cannot 
be told here, but which would show you 
the perfect harmony and understanding 
between the Comite Americain and the 
army, we would all willingly 
sacrifice 


everything to show 
our appreciation 
and gratitude. 


With mobilized farm labor, and agri- 


cultural loans on a semi-philanthropic 
basis to fanners, we can carry on while 
the great army lights the cause of the 
allies. We have shown that we meant 
and still mean to stand by—while our 
own American army is in preparation 
This terrible crisis has demonstrated to 
us all, and by that I mean as woll to 
the Red Cross, that there la great no.- • 
of a. thoroughly big platform for civil- 
ian affairs in France. 
The humanita- 
rian role now is to "carry on." 


Every member of the unit is well, and 
it is absolutely marvelous what each 
one has done. That awful Palm Sundnv 
one of our 
best 
members developed 
mumps! 
It nearly broke her heart to 1 
leave us, but she is rapidly recovering 
in Pans, and we hope soon to have h«r 
with us again.

"Warner, now private secretary to Sen- 
ator "Weeks, and engaged in the gen 
eral practice of law. This partner- 
ship was dissolved July i, 1903, since 
which time he has practiced alone. 


He was appointed a master in chan- 
cery April 24, 1907 
and 
referee in 


bankruptcy Feb. 16, 1312. He was 
member of the Northampton' common 
council in 1902 and 1503. He held the 
office of treasurer or chairman of the 
Northampton republican city commit- 
tee continuously from 1900 to 1911 and 
was for five years chairman of tho 
Hampshire county republican commit- 
tee. 


He is a member of the Northampton 


board of trade, Men's club of the Ed- 
wards church, Economic club, Hamp- 
shire, Franklin and Hampden Agri 
cultural society, 
Hampshire 
County 


Sportsmen's club, "Western Hampshire 
Fish and Game association, North- 
ampton Horse Breeders' and Drivers' 
association ana Morgan Horse club. 


Mr. Stevens was married July 20, 


190S, to Euphemia Augusta Tantum, 
daughter of Frank Tantum and Kate 
Hendrickson of Ocean Grove, New Jer- 
sey. 


He 
Joined Williamsburg 
lodge, 
Knights of Pythias, March 24, 1909, be- 
ing its master of flna,nco in 1310, vice 
chancellor in 1011 and chancellor com- 
mander in 1912. In May, 1914, he was 
elected grand outer 
guard and has 


been successively advanced 
through 
the offices to grand chancellor. 


He is much interested in the Knights 


of Khorassan, <'Tho playground 
of 


Pythianism." and is a royal prince of 
Gaza Temple of Springfield.

Prance: 
March 14, lit 18. 


Dear, Kr. Hullivan: .lust a few lines to 
et you know that we aru all well and 
rust that this letter will Hud everyone 
dt home the same. 
We are huving line spring1 weather 
over here, 
i do not know how Ions it 
will last but it's line while it does. We 
are at present in the tirst line trenches 
and I cannot say that 1 enjoy it very 
much. However, it is not too bad. When 
a "Betha" conies whizzing along or a 
machine gun bullet goes past your head, 
it has a mUHtcal but decidedly unpleas- 
ant sound. They are good 
things*' to 
teep away from. 
I have seen artillery 
barrages at night and while they arc 
pretty to look at, they are still prettier 
' a, loin." 
The French 
officers 
with 
whom our regiment comes in contact 
lave nothing- but words of praise for 
the 101st. They say that we are doing 
our bit very well indeed. 


I am 
not 
connected with Co. M at 
present. I have been detailed to Head- 
quarters Company for special duty. 
I 


wfsh to thank you^-very much for in? 
scapulars. They are fine, indeed, and I 
appreciate them very much. There is 
nothing that I need very much except 
cigarets. Tobacco is very hard to get 
over here, with the exception of French 
obacco. and that's no good. 


Will write, a much longer letter when 
ive reach our rest camp. Remember me 
to all tire boys and write soon.

Private Killlirlde 


Patrick H. Killbride of 14 Stanley 


street has received .another interesting 
letter from his brother, Private "William 


Killbride of the 101st Engineer Train 


in France. Private Killbride originally 
Joined Co, G of the old Sixth as a Volun- 
eer last June, but was later transferred 
to his present unit. The letter follows: 
France, April 10, 1918. 


Dear Brother: I know that you are 
expecting a letter just as I am expect- 
ing one over here, so tonjght I came 


down to the Y.M.C.A. and'uow I am busy 
writing: you. 1 must tell you about a 
pleasant experience I had. 1 found but 
whore Battery F is located and went 
over to see the boys. 1 met McPherson, 
Touhey, AlcGraw and O'Brien, Central- 
villc boys, and about 50 others -whom I 
knew, it reminded me of the old times; 
we had a hearty handshake and chatted 
for u while and parted 
i'eeling muca 
better. 1 did not see Billy Grey, as he 
is detached from the battery for a few 
days; they told-mo he was getting along 
all right and feeling- fine. 
I will pay 
them another visit as soon as I can. 
Well, we are still up front and work 
ing very hard. Things are very, interest- 
ing for us and ihere is always a tre- 
mendous racket going on. However, 1 
am getting acquainted with the noise 
and it does not bother me very much. 
You remember 1 stated in my previous 
letter that we expected to go to a rest 
camp for live weeks after doing 40 days 
up front. We did go to the camp but we 
were there only three days when thing's 
got rather lively and biu:k wo went 
again 
to the .scene of turmoil, and* I 
reckon we will stay here for an hide-fin 
ite period. 
I suppose you will ho interested to 
hear about religions affairs over hero. 
Well, a few days before we entrained 
for the front, confessions were heard 
and we received communion in fin an- 
cient French church, which is said to be 
more than 400 years old. All the Cath- 
olic boys took advantage to partake of 
the- solemn rites. 
Last night \ve went down to the Y.JI. 


C.A. 
hut. The old gentleman-who has 
charge of it asked all the boys to join 
in the singing of a few hymns. We 
sang "Abide With Me" and "Nearer, My 
God, 
to Thee." It was very impressive 
and we meant every word we sang. 
I am feeling good just at present and 
things in general look pretty good to 
me. I am smoking one of the cigars the 
box contained, and I should worry. With 
gratitude and kindest wishes, I remain,

a. true on the Princeton boulevard on 
the night of April 24, resulting in the 
death of Andrcius Dzladulonls. was one 
of the draftees who left this city this 
morning for Fort Slocum, X. Y. There 
is a. charge of manslaughter pending 
against him in .the local police court 
at the present time and it is not known 
Just what will be done in tho matter. 


According to the inquest Hinting, the 


automobile was being operated at a 
high rate of speed and the death 01 
Andrcius was caused or contributed to 
by the criminal negligence of the de- 
fendant. Probable cause of guilt was 
found and the defendant was held un- 
der $1000 bonds for his appearance be- 
fore the superior court. 


The finding in detail Is as follows: 
"Shortly after the accident James E. 


McEnaney, who lived near the place of 
the accident, and Dr. Fred E. Yarney 
went to the assistance of the injured 
persons. 
Mr. McEnaney testified at 


the inquest that the operator of the 
automobile, replying to the question 
put to him how the accident happened, 
in substance s.tate_d: That the automo- 
bile that he was operating was 
ap- 


proaching a curve, that a bis seven- 
passenger car was being- operated on 
the boulevard in the direction of North 
Chelmsford and toward the automo- 
bile which he was operating; that the 
automobile that was running toward 
his automobile "kept the road' in such 
a way that he had to take to the side; 
he stated that the automobile that was 
being operated as aforesaid did not 
atop but continued on its way after 
the accident happened. There was -no 
other evidence at the inquest relative 
to the automobile being operated upon 
or over the embankment by reason of 
an effort being made to avoid a col- 
lision. 
"From the place where the automo- 


bile was run from the travelled part 
of the boulevard upon the embankment 
before it went over the embankment, 
there were ridges or ruts made by the 
wheels of the automobile for a dis- 
tance of at least 40 feet; the appear- 
ance of the marks made by the wheels 
of the automobile in its progress as 
aforesaid indicated that it had skidded 
for a considerable distance.. The ex- 
tent and nature of the damage to the 
automobile, showing the force with the 
Impact with the tree, the extent and 
appearance of the marking upon the 
embankment, as described, 
including 


the skidding, afford grounds for the 
belief that the automobile was being 
operated at the time of the accident 
and shortly before it, at a very ..high 
rate of speed, which I find to bo un- 
warrantable in approaching a curve 
In the boulevard, taken in connection 
with the construction of the boulevard 
and v.'i*h respect with the

"In conclusion I find that under the

With reference to the extension of 


the British front after declaring that 
Gen. Maurice, though 
at 
Versailles, 
was not In the council chamber, the 
premier said: 
"There was not a single yard taken 


over as the result of the Versailles 
council. 
Although Gen. Maurice did 
say so, the real point was this: 
It 
was asked in a question by Mr. Lam- 
bert whether this portion of the line 
had not been taken over by the war 
cabinet against the objection of Field 
Marshal Haig and Gen. Robertson. 
There was not a word of.truth in it. 
Of course Field Marshal Haig was not 
anxious to extend his line, nor was 
the war cabinet. 
The pressure 
from 


the 
French 
government and, the 
French army was enormous. 
What 


was done was not done in response to 
pressure from tho war cabinet. 
Ferment In France 


"I am not suggesting for a moment 


that our French allies were acting un- 
fairly. 
There was considerable fer- 


ment in France last year on the 
subject of the length of the line 
held by the French army. The French 
losses had been enormous and they had 
sustained the great strain of tho fight- 
ing for three years. 
"There was a larger proportion of 


French manhood put into the line than 
in any other belligerent country. They 
held a front of 326 miles; we held 120 
miles. But the Germans were massed 
much more densely against our line 
and our lines were much more vulner- 
able. The French were pressing us to 
extend our line 
in order that 
they 


might withdraw men from the army 
for purposes 
of agriculture. 
Their 


agriculture output had fallen enorm- 
ously and they found it essential that 
they should 
withdraw part of their 


men for 
the purpose of 
cultivating 


their soil. 
"The chief of the French staff. Gen. 


Robertson and the cabinet, felt that it 
was inex-itable that during the winter 
months there should be some exten- 
sion, -and 
they 
acknowledged 
that 


something had to be done to meet the 
French demands. 


"The principles laid down by Gen. 


Robertson and accepted by the cabinet 
were: 


"1. They accepted ill principle, that 


there must be an extension of the Brit- 
ish line. 
2. . That the time and ex- 


tent must be left to the two command- 
er-in-chiefs 
to settle together. 
S'. 


That no extension was possible until 
the offensive- was over. 
-i. That the 


line to be taken over must depend up- 
on the military policy of 1018 and up- 
on the role assigned those armies." 


Everyone said the premier would ad- 


mit those were sound proposals. Tho 
cabinet had accepted them without de- 
mur. They had never departed from 
those principled one iota during- the 
negotiations. There was a meeting at 
Boulogne 
between 
Premier 
.Lloyd 


George. Gen. Robertson, M. Fainleve 
and Gen. Focli, which had been sum- 
moned to discuss an important ques- 
tion concerning the foreign office. 
M. 


"Painleve raised the question of an ex- 
tension of the front. 


Mr. Lloyd George was 
not in the 


least prepared for 
that and ho told 


Gen. Hobertson that it was a matter he 
must deal with, and the whole matter 
was dealt with by Gen. Robertson. In 
consequence of this 
subject 
having 


been raised and discussed at this con- 
ference. Field Marshal Haig got the 
impression that some decision had been 
arrived at by the cabinet without his 
consent. 
Consequently. Gen. Robert- 


son drew up the following memoran- 
dum:^ 


"At the recent Boulogne conference 


between the prime minister, Mr. Pain- 
leve. Gen. Foch and myself, the ques- 
tion of extending our front was raised 
by the French representative." 


Mr. Lloyd, George interjected: 
"Hav- 


ing regard to tile assertion that we 
over-ruled Field Marshal Haig and 
Gen. Robertson, I want the house to 
note these words." 


The memorandum continued: 
"The reply given was that, while in 


. principle we, of course, were ready to

what extent tho British troops 
can 


take over tfie line from the French, re- 
gard must be had to the necessity for 
giving- them a. reasonable opportunity 
for leave for rest and training during 
the winter months and for the plan of 
operations for next year, and further 
that while the present offensive conti- 
nues, it will not be possible to com- 
mence taking- over more. The general 
military policy for next year is now 
under consideration and will be sub- 
sequently from the subject of a con- 
ference' with the allied governments. 
In these circumstances, 'the war cab- 
inet fear that until this policy is set- 
tled, it will bo premature to decide 
finally whether the British front can 
be extended by four divisions or to a 
greater or a less extent than this.' "

He said the espionage act covers just 
such cases, and warned people who in 
:he future spread similar wild reports 
:hat they may expect to be indicted, 
:ried, and, if convicted, severely pun- 
ished. 


Statements attributed to Dr. Emma 


3. Culbertson, senior surgeon of the 
\"ew England Hospital for Women and 
Children in Boston, figured in the in- 
•estigation. Dr. Culbertson is alleged 
o have called the attention of the au- 
.horities at Vassar college to certain 
•eports reflecting on Red Cross nurses, 
which she had heard and to have asked 
he college officials to help ascertain 
he truth. 
In its presentation the jury said its 


attention had been called to stories to 
he effect that "frightful and scandal- 
•us conditions attended the Red Cross 
mrses in the American army hospitals 
n France." 


"A typical one of the statements" 


was reported to have been made by 
Dr. Culbertson Jan. 17. 1918. She was 
luoted in the presentment as having 
)een reported as making re-marks de- 
ogatory to the morals of nurses soon 
o arrive home from France. 


The jury said that if the statements 


were.true, it would be its duty to call 
jpon the military authorities to correct 
vil conditions, and that if the state- 
ments were false the utterance of them 
rould constitute violation of the es- 
'ionnge law. 
After calling "witnesses, the jury 
cached the conclusion'that Dr. Cul- 
jertson made the reported 
remarks 


nd that she "had absolutely no knoVl- 
dge or information" upon which to 
>ase them. 
The presentment adds that Dr. Cul- 


bertson "now believes that she has 
been misinformed and regrets that she 
has been a party to the dissemination 
of a fa-lse statement" arid that the 
jury believes she did not wilfully in- 
tend to interfere with the success of 
America's prosecution of the war or to 
obstruct Red Cross recruiting among 
nurses." 


Alluding to the fact that a New 


York newspaper gave publication to 
similar reports, the presentment says 
the jury "deplores .the tendency shown 
by the public in general to give ready 
ear to and repeat, stories and reports 
of a sensational and scandalous na- 
ture."

The Lowell board of fire underwrit 
ers conducted an educational 'nJgfct 
in the rooms of the board of trade last 
evening. 
The program consisted of 


the traditional luncheon and interest- 
ing as well as instructive addresses 
by two residents of Boston, who dem- 
onstrated in the course of their talk 
that they were welt acquainted with 
the fire insurance subject. 


About 50 members of the board dis- 


cussed a very appetizing" menu pre- 
pared and served by Caterer R. J. Har- 
vey. At the close of the supper Prea. 
Daniel J O'Brien of the underwriters 
rapped to order and after delivering a 
brief address in the course of which 
he explained the purpose of the gath- 
ering, introduced John W. Downs of 
Boston, executive, secretary of the in- 
surance federation. 
Mr. Downs con- 


fined his remarks to insurance legis- 
lation in Massachusetts and made ref- 
erence to the 
so-called 
Cavanaugh 


bill, which was recently defeated by 
the house. He said this bill, had it 
been enacted, 
would have 
made a 


monopoly of the workman's compensa- 
tion act, while a bill of a similar na- 
ture, the so-called labor bill, called for 
a state monopoly of the insurance bus- 
iness. 
The speaker said these two.bills were 
substituted by what is known as the 
self-insurance bill? which gives 
the 


employers the right to insure their 
employes providing- they can flle a 
bond of $50,000 as a protection to the 
worker. 


"The Insurance Federation," said Mr. 


Downs, "is the only organization in 
Massachusetts that watches (legisla- 
tion, and its members feel that the 
insurance men are far better quali- 
fied to carry on the insurance busi- 
ness than have the state take it over. 
Some states have talc en over the in- 
surance business and in practically 
every instance the proposition 
has 


proved a failure. The speaker then 
paid a compliment to Fred C. Church 
of this city' for the interest he has 
always taken in legislative acts. 


Mr. Downs then spoke of the so- 


called Kocial health insurance and said 
it is a German measure and it moans 
that every employe who is earning $25 
or less a week will be. taxed a certain 
per cent, while the employer and the 
state are also to be taxed a certain 
per cent. 
The state, if such a bill 


is enacted, will be divided into about 
JOO sections. 
Doctors, nurses 
and 


druggists will be appointed in every 
sectionv to supply the working man 
.with treatment, care 
and 
medicine, 


while the state will pay the sick man 
two-thirds of his wages during his 
illness. 
This piece of legislation is 


proposed by an organization with a 
home in New York and it would cost 
about $100,000 a year to carry out the 
project. 
Last year the labor "men of 


Massachusetts refused to endorse it 
for they wanted the state to pay 50 
per cent, and the employers 50 per 
cenl. 
If- 
1 this measure were enacted in 


this state it would cost the common- 
wealth between $7,00 0,000 and $27.- 
000.000 a year to carry it out. 
The 


governor i.s advocating Its passage and 
labor is now endorsing it and the only 
thing1 t.o do is to educate the public, 
for if such measure is placed on the 
ballot without the public being prop- 
erly instructed as to its meaning,, it 
will 
surely • pass. 
In 
closing Mr. 


Downs said organization among In- 
surance men is the only remedy to 
keep the insurance 
business Jn the 


hands of insurance men, where it 
rightly belongs. 


The next and last speaker was E. 


C. Smith of Boston, who explained the 
Dean schedule, which is now in opera- 
tion in a number of states and which 
is being considered -by Massachusetts 
insurance men. Mr. Smith's talk was 
more of a technical 
nature, 
hut it 


proved very interesting: to the men in 
the insurance business. By means of 
charts he explained the workings of 
the system in relation (o the fixing of 
insurance rates and his talk proved 
of great benefit to the listeners. At 
the close of his remarks l\fr. Smith 
answered a number or questions and 
«'as extended a vote of thanks for 
the valuable information given.

The -first 
letter 
received from the 


American committee for 
devastated 


France since the evacuation of French 
villages during the recent drive is from 
Anne Dike, director of the work in 
France. The letter (pllows: 


t* Comite pour les Pays Devastes, 
Zone des Armees. Easter bumlay. 
Formerly Civilian Committee 
for 
the 
American Fund for French Wounded. 


To th« Committees in America: 
What can I tell you that would most 
interest 
our 
friends 
of the terrible 
events which have taken ulaca here in 
the last ten days? It would be impossi- 
ble to give you any adequate description 
of. what has happened. I can only touch 
the high lights. For the first three 
weeks of March we 
had 
magnificent, 


fine weather: we lived on the qui vive 
for the German offensive, and as th 
days prolonged into weeks, we somehow 


began to accept the Idea that the pour- 
parlers for peace wore on the tapis— 
and then suddenly came tho dpwnpour. 
The afternoon of Tuesday, the 19th, 1 
went to T 
-— to open an enormous 
British hospital at the Invitation of the 
Army Corps Headquarters. As their re 
yion adjoined ours, and we had estab- 
lished very good relations with them in 
'tamo spirit of co-operation 
we 
enjoy 


with the, French army. I accepted the 
honor. Today that hospital (which was 
fo splendidly prepared for the offensive 
in the Chateau of T 
) is now being 
shelled! How they got out. I cannot 
1 imagine. One meets here and there va- 
rious members of the hospital staff, loo 
desperately busy, working under awful 
conditions 
and 
strain, with a 
most 
heartrending expression in the eyes. 
On Wednesday night ai 10 o'clock we 
heard the barrage within a few iliiles. 


t For several days we had had heavy fog 
Inieht and morning, with a clear sky at 
! noon and. undoubtedly, the German' 
had made all their observations, and 
'under cover of the fog 
brought their 
imcn ami guns into position. The next 
i-morning the guns were so near and the 
i rumors so disturbing, we decided to go 
into that .region whore we had several 
small villages under our protection, and 


help In the evacuation of the civilians 
Wo got out all the children first, and 
brought them to our dispensary. Later 
tho parents came to the chateau for ret 
age. We took care'of them over night 
making more and more space for refu 
sees In our cellars, and by Friday nigh 
wo had 
68 living with us. 
We ha< 
meals to prepare, luesase to sort, al 
the children of these and other villages 
to care for; then suddenly began 
the 
quick evacuation' of other villages thai 
our own, and we were swamped with 
work It was harrowing. 
It was time tc 
send oft some of our older 
refugees 


then an extraordinary thing happened 
The parents asked us to keep their 
children, such a mark of confidence has 
probably never been given before, 
we 
sent off the parents to the interior o 
the Oise, and by that night all the chit 
ciren with two of our members 
to lool 


•ifter them, and a refugee who could 
cock, were sent to the farm; from there 
thev left the next morning for ViHer- 
rot'terets. It was a big responsibility 
—I could not have believed that French 
women would 'consent to be separatee 
from their babies, but they 
had

known the horrors of a previous evacu- 
ation, and they trusted us to save their 
children another such experience.

vere the French and English holding' 
Would our beloved centre fall into the

enemy? We could not 
hink; we had to work, and we did until 
iiorning. Then came H sudden call from 
he French headquarters, 
asking 
the 


ast two members to move a little far- 
her back, but to wait there until fur- 
her orders. 
We were reassured that 
he great French army had 
stemmed 


he advance in our direction, but that 
e must move. Two of 
our 
French 


orkmen, the mason and plumber, who 
ave helped us for eight months to re- 
tore some order in this long suffering 
isne, refused to leave the chateau, and 
emained, and still remain as guardian* 
ntil we have authorization 'to return 
last few.dayb, events have taken 
better turn, we are optimistic, we are 
opeful, we believe and want to believe 
le hideous waves of German 
hordes 
ave been stopped. We are here to help 
•that is all we know and care. There 
the deepest gratitude in our hearts 
lat we were wanted and needed,—it is 
sweet compensation for nine months' 
ork in this region. 
And now we are in the war, saving 
vestock, feeding refugees, 
our 
two 


anteens, thanks again to -Miss Moulton 
nd the Good Will club, are 
serving 
iree to five thousand soldiers day and 
.ght with hot chocolate and coffee—a 
ew officers ask for bouillon or soup, 
majority of the soldiers have had 


offee, or a kind of 
indifferent brown 


quid for so long that when we give 
icm our good chocolate with sugar in

In the villa, where we were 
nmediatejy lodged by the army, we 
ave a dispensary for civilians who are 
1 and the very ill ones are taken to a 
ospital at Villers Cotterets 20 kilome- 
res away. This villa is destined to be- 
ome the home of the American Wom- 
n's hospital: in the meantime, we are 
sing it for the present emergency. The 
ommittee of the Aisne devastee has 
sked us to take over all their villages, 
s they feel unequal to the task of car- 
ying on the work. This gives us the 
ntire Aisne, the first and 
secondary 
ones to the southern limit of the de- 
artment. 
Our livestock is housed on a farm 
iven us by the ministry of agriculture. 
Deluding the livestock we could, collect 
elonging to our refugees, as well 3s 
ur own. 
We have bought back two 


mall grocery shops we had established,

When life is a bit smoother for us, i 
hall examine the proposition

ninistry of war for both centres. 


At a meeting yesterday of the min- 
stry of Blocus. the prefecture and our- 
elves, it was'decided to continue with 
ncreased spirit and interest the work 
f cultivation- of the land. It becomes 
n fact one of our most imperative du- 
ies, in view of the fact that none of us 
now how much longer this state of 


war is going to exist. Today I had a 
eeting of the principal farmers of our 
egion, those of them who were living 
oo near the firing line have sent oft 
heir families and" remained to see the 
uestion through with us of what is to 
'& done to "carry on." 
They are pre- 


iarecl to live on the farm assigned to 
us. and help in the care of the livestock 
tntil certain important questions have 
>een decided. Two of our workmen, 
and the petit mutile who is in charge of 


ur incubators, are also farming. Hay 
las to be found for the horses, straw, 
and beet roots for the rabbits and goats. 
An appalling amount of work, and so 
nuch to organize before we can have 
rder again, but daylight is coming. Our 
ther two workmen will remain at the 
bateau as guardian and whenever nn 
empty army camion is coming in our di- 
ection orders are given to call first at 
he chateau to bring us any supplies we 
may need for distribution. 
For this, 


and many other reasons which cannot 
be told here, but which would show you 
he perfect harmony and understanding 
between the Comite Americain and the 
army, we would all willingly

and gratitude.

'Warner,-now private secretary to Sen- 
ator Weeks, and engaged in the gen- 
eral practice of law. This partner- 
ship was dissolved July 1. 1003, since 
which time he has practiced alone. 


He was appointed a master in chan- 


cery April 24, 1907 and 
referee in 


bankruptcy Feb. 16. 1912. He was a 
member of the- Northampton common 
council in 1902 ami 1903. He h|kl the 
office of treasurer or cltatrman of the 
Northampton republican city commit- 
tee continuously from 19(10 to 3911 and 
was for 
five years chairman of the 


Hampshire county republican commit- 
tee. 


He is a member of the Northampton 


board of trade, Men's club of the Ed- 
wards church, Economic club. Hamp- 
shire, Franklin and Hampden Agri- 
cultural society.

Sportsmen's club, "Western Hampshire 
Fish and Game association, North- 
ampton Horse Breeders1 and Drivers' 
association and ilo'rgan Horse club. 


Mr. Stevens was married July 20,

However, it is not too bad. when 
1 "Betha" comes whizzing along or a 
fcachlne gun bullet goes'past your head. 
Jt has a musical but decidedly unpleas- 
Int sound. 
They are good 
things to 
fcesp away from. 1 have seen artillery 
Ian-ages at night and while they arc 
•retty to look at, they are still prettier 
T a loin." 
The French 
officers 
with 
Jrhom our' regiment comes in contact 
lave nothing but words of praise for 
the 101st. They say that we are doing 
•ur bit very well indeed. 
I am not connected with Co. M at 
rfresant. I have been detailed to Head- 
•uarters Company for special duty.

T-lsh to thank you very much for the 
Jcapulars. They are fine, indeed, and I 
Ippreciate them very much. 
There is 
lothing that I need very much except 
ligarets. Tobacco is very hard to get 
ftver here, with the exception of French 
•p.bacco, and that's no good.

ing the automobile which crashed imo 
a tree on the Princeton boulevard on 
the night of April 24, resulting in the 
death of Andreius Dzladulonis, was one 
of the draftees who left this ciiy thts 
morning for Fort Slocum. N,. ir- '1 hf* 
i* a charge of manslaughter pending 
against him in the local police court 
at the present time and it is not known 
just what will be done in the matter. 


According to the inquest finding, the 


automobile, was being operated in a 
high rate of speed and the death of 
Andreius was caused or contributed to 
by the criminal negligence of the de- 
fendant. Probable cause of guilt was 
found and the defendant was held un- 
der 51000 bonds for his appearance be- 
fore the superior court. 


The finding, in detail is as follows: 
"Shortly after the accident James E. 


McEnaney, who lived near the place ot 
the accident, and Dr. Fred E. Varney 
went to the assistance of the injured 
persons. 
Mr. McEnaney testiliod at 


the inquest that tho operator of the 
automobile, replying to the question 
out to him how the accident happened, 
in substance stated: That the,automo- 
bile that he was operating 
war, ap- 


proaching a curve, that a bis seven- 
passenger aa- was being operated on 
the boulevard in the direction of North 
Chelmsford and toward the automo- 
bile which he was. operating; that the 
automobile that was running toward 
his automobile 'kept the road' in such 
a way that, he had to take to the side; 
he stated that the automobile that was 
being operated as aforesaid did not 
stop but continued on its way after 
the accident happened. There was no 
other evidence at the inquest relative 
to the automobile being operated upon 
or over the embankment by reason or 
an effort being made to avoid a col- 
lision. - 
"From the place where the automo- 


bile was run from the travelled part 
of the boulevard upon the embankment 
before it went over the embankment, 
there were ridges or ruts made by the 
wheels o( the automobile for a das- 
tance of at least 40 feet; the appear- 
ance of, the marks made by the wneels 
of the automobile in its progress as 
aforesaid indicated that it had skidded 
for a considerable distance. Tho ex- 
tent and nature of the damage to the 
automobile, showing the force, with the 
impact with the tree, the extent and 
appearance of the marking upon the 
embankment, as described, 
including 


the skidding, afford grounds for the 
belief 
that the automobile was being 


operated at the time of the accident 
and shortly before it. at a very high 
rate of speed, which I find to be un- 
warrantable in approaching a. curve 
in the boulevard, taken in connection 
with the construction of the boulevard 
and with respect with the 
crowned 


surf are thereon; it was a bright moon- 
light night and the electric light was 
burning not far distant from the place 
of the. accident. 
"tn conclusion I find that under the 


conditions existing with respect to thq 
time and place of the accident, that 
the said automobile was being operated 
by the said Charles Dzindulonis at an 
unwarrantably high rate of speed. 


"I find that about half-past 
eleven 


o'clock in the evening of Wednesday, 
the 24th of April last past, an tuuo- 
mobile that was being operated on the 
Princeton 
boulevard 
in 
that 
part 


thereof that is In the town of I\orth 
Chelmsford.- us aforesaid, near to.the 
junction of the old Boston road with 
said boulevard, was operated from the 
travelled part of said boulevard upon 
and over an embankment on the south'

hands of the army council and there 
jeems little doubt that his distinguished 
military career has been ended by his 
own action. 
Judging from the newspapers, the 


country if tired of parliamentary strife 
and while the present government is 
much criticised, no alternative sug- 
gested finds strong support. 


The Daily Mail says that not a rag o! 


General Maurice's pretentious indict- 
ment is left and asks who again will 
ever pay the least attention to anything 
lie says. It declares that former Pre- 
mier Asquith was out-generaled and 
outfought. 
The premiers' answer, says the Daily 


Telegraph, 
was complete and over- 


whelming, and showed that General 
Maurice had not a shadow of justifica- 
tion for any of his charges. 
The Daily Chronicle says the issues 


were left in the same mischievous ob- 
scurity as before the premier spoke be- 
cause of the uncertainty in the mind of 
the public. It declares the premier's 
statement does not remove tlie serious 
disquiet from the mind of the army. 


The Daily News refers to the pre- 


mier's withdrawal of the plan of a judi- 
cial inquiry as political jugglery, and 
says he burked the inquiry into charges 
affecting- British honor and the honor o£ 
parliament.

THE TRUE NAME BILL 


The True Name Bill should become 


law to protect the names of innocent 
people, not only in registering in ho- 
tels, but also at police stations when 
placed under arrest. 


When a man registers under a false 


name in a hotel, it is proof Uiat he 
18 engaged in some business of which 
he is ashamed or in which he wishes 


" to conceal his identity. It is a rather 


common practice for couples to regis- 
ter under assumed names at hotels 
when if they used their own names, 
they would be liable to prosecution for 
a statutory offense. 


Would it not be right to hold them 


liable to punishment merely for taking 
assumed names? Perhaps the names of 


_ respectable people are thus dragged in 


the mire. When men are caught in 
gambling raids they give false names 
to the police and for this there Is no 
penalty. The proposed law should cov- 
er that also. Actors and actresses take 
assumed names and perhaps in their 
case it is allowable for advertising 
purposes and for sake of distinction. 
In literary work a man may write un- 
der an assumed name without hin- 
drance and the actor or actress, it 
would seem, has an equal right in 
dramatic art. 


~ GERMANY GLORIES IN HER SHAME 


Probably the most astounding docu- 


ment ever issued by any government 
is that which has emanated from the 
German 
military 
authorities as a 


threat to neutrals who might be think- 
ing of declaring war on Germany. In 
setting forth this record of brutality 
and frightfulness, Germany seems to 
glory in her plunder of weak na- 
tions. The authors gloat over the 
atrocities Inflicted upon Belgium and 
France, the destruction of property, 
the ruin of churches and the punish- 
ment and extortion practised upon the 
natives. They even felicitate 
them- 


selves over the fact that they ill-treat 
English prisoners, while England treats 
her prisoners with kindness. Alto- 
sether this document is one that could 
be issued only by a power lost to all 
sense of decency and honor itnd who 
glories in the things of which other 
powers would feel 
utterly ashamed 


even in time of war. Yet Germany in 
this document touches only the mildest 
form of plunder. Her outrages upon 
the person have not been mentioned. 
They are too heinous even for the Ger- 
mans to admit in the open. 


CURBING MONOPOLIES 


In the matter of ownership of things, 


the Federal Trade commission sus- 
tains the U. S. supreme court decision, 
and attempts to improve upon it. 


The court has decided that manu- 


facturers and wholesalers cannot fix 
the resale price at 
which 
retailers 


must sell certain articles; that when 
a man buys a thing, he owns it and 
can do what he pleases with It. This 
is a broad and democratic -view. If 
manufacturers could control ihe future 
prices of their products, retail business 
might readily become mere agency 
business, which, In the flna.1 analysis, 
would mean business by monopolies 
only. 


The Federal Trade commission de- 


clares that, while what a retailer buys 
is his, he shall not sell the, article at a 
price actually below cost, thus engag- 
ing In "unfair" competition with other 
retailers. In other words, there is a 
limitation to freedom in ownership, AS 
In all other rights, Imposed by what 
la for the common good. 


These decisions ought to eliminate

We hope to see them vigorously ap- 
plied to concerns like the Standard Oil 
Co., which has not only lixed prices 
for retailers but been murderous in its 
cutting of prices in order to annihilate 
competitors.

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COXfvRESS MAY BE ASKED TO PASS 


LAW FOR REGULAR BRAKE 


INSPECTION 


The success in bringing about the 


proper suppression of glaring head- 
lights has turned attention to the ne- 
cessity of inaugurating a movement to 
prevent the possibility of accidents, 
due to imperfectly adjusted or defec- 
tive brakes. 
Prominent automobile, police and in- 


surance men throughout the country, 
have given their approval to such a 
movement. 
Although no compulsory 


legislation has been passed to com- 
pel such inspection, it has had the 
indorsement o£ such officials as Ar- 
thur Woods, former police commis- 
sioner of New York city, and Francis 
M. Hugo, secretary of state. New York. 
The popularity of the movement must 
rest upon the almost voluntary sup- 
port of automobile owners, especially 
at iirst. 


The plan of the movement is to ask 


every motorist and 
truck 
owner to 


have his brakes Inspected by author- 
ized inspectors at the beginning of 
the season 'and at frequent intervals 
thereafter. 
An official seal could be 


devised to be placed on the car show- 
ing the date of the last inspection. 
It is due to such nation-wide move- 


ments as the suppression of glaring 
headlights, the proper way of driving, 
the parking of cars in the less fre- 
quented streets, the necessity of hav- 
ing tail-lights to 
prevent rear-end 


collisions, as well as enabling the li- 
cense plates lo be plainly seen at 
night, the passage of speed laws and 
other movements (hat have helped in- 
crease the utility of the passenger car 
and decrease the number of accidents. 


The plan 
to 
have 
inspection of 


brakes at certain intervals is right 
along the same lines. 
In fact, it is a 


wonder that the necessity of having 
good brakes was not incorporated in 
the motor laws long ago, because if 
there is one part of a car that should 
be in Al condition, and of ttie proper 
size, it is that of the brakes. A thou- 
sand laws can be passed, the object 
of which is to safeguard motorists, 
and pedestrians, but if the brakes are 
not right, accidents are bound to hap- 
pen.

TOWARD m 


' LONDON, May 
10.—A story of 
how 


un attempted German peace offensive 
directed toward President Wilson was 
turned down ignonitnously by Prof. 
Heron, an American living in Geneva, 
is lolu by the Swiss correspondent of 
the Daily Mail in a despatch dated at 
Anneinasse, 
o» 
the 
Franco - Swiss 


frontier. 
Prof. Heron is described as 


a friend oi' President AVilson. 


"The German ^overmnent, according 


to the correspondent, sought to get 
peace offers sent to 
the 
president, 


through Prof. Heron who was visited 
on April 19 by Prof. Quidde of Mu- 
nich, a friend of Count von Hertling', 
thy imperial German chancellor. Prof. 
Quidde was accompanied by the Dutch 
pacifist, Dr. Jong van Beek. 


Prof. Quidde said he had come to 


prepare the way for a. merciful peace 
and save Prof. Heron to understand 
that he spoke 
for 
Chancellor 
von 


iiertlins and the German foreign of- 
fice. He assured the American pro- 
fessor that the peace party in 
the 


reichstag- was able to predominate in 
Germany and thai he wished to pre- 
pare President 
Wilson to take ad- 


vantage of that auspicious moment. 


Germany. 
Prof. 
Quidde 
said, was 


wiTllng- to make the following terms: 


First—To grant autonomy to Al- 


sace-Lorraine at the peace conference. 


Second — The 
.Brest-Litovsk 
pence 


treaties not to be discussed at 
the 


peace conference, although the allies 
might submit chums for the revision 
of them and 
Germany might make 


certain concessions. 


Third—No economic war against Ger- 


many after the war. 


Fourth—German colonies to be re- 


stored. 


Ignominious? Rejected 


Prof. Quidde asserted that the pres- 


ent offensive in France had the ulti- 
mate objective of achieving a durable 
peace. 


Prof. Heron, the Daily Mail's corre- 


spondent, writes, after listening- to the 
German educator, exclaimed: 
"I won- 


der that you have the effrontery to ask 
me to lay such a rigmarole of cant 
and deceit before the American peo- 
ple.

frpm 
creating- 'a spirit o'f 


conciliation, it would simply strength- 
en the American 
will to smash 
the 


perfidious and nefarious offer of such 
proposals. 


"The 
United States intends to con- 


tinue the lighting until the Prussian, 
military power and. if necessary, the 
Prussian state along with it, is ex- 
tinguished forever as a power, for evil, 
whether it takes one year or ten.

"If you call the remorseless sacri- 


fice of two million men a peace of- 
fensive and if you want the United 
States to recognize your shelling of 
Parisian congregations and churches 
as a part of it, you are making a 
monstrous and foolish blunder.

of humanity." 


Prof. Quidde, adds the correspondent, 


left the house weeping. The.next week 
Prof. Hccon was besieged by new of- 
fers by telephone, one of the speak- 
ers saying he was Dr. W. S. Zolf, Ger- 
man colonial minister. 


Prof. Heron talked straight to all 


of them, telling them, among other 
things: 


"The United States no longer wants 


peace. 
It wants to 
sweep 
out the 


Augean stables at Potsdam.'' 


Prof. Heron, the despatch adds, told 


the story to the correspondent 
and 


laughed triumphantly.

objects should be achieved. 


The ..Professor Quidde referred to la 


probably Prof. Ludwig Quidde, a his- 
torian of tl|e University of Munich, Ba- 
varia. 
German chancellor von llert- 


ling is a Bavarian and was formerly 
Bavarian prime minister. 


Prof. Ludwig Quiddn was a delegate 


to the '20th universal peace confer- 
ence at The Hague in the fall of 1913. 
fn moving before that conference a 
proposal for gradual disarmament, he 
severely blamed Germany for the In- 
crease in armaments in Europe. 
Ho 


said there would have been no in- 
crease by France, but .for the action- 
of Germany. 
The Professor Heron referred to is 


probably Prof. George D. -Herron. for- 
merly of Grinnell college, Iowa. Near- 
ly 20 years ago Prof. Herron came into 
considerable prominence on account of 
his views regarding marriage. 
Sepa- 


rated from his first .wife, he followed 
out his ideas in contracting a ^second 
marriage. 
He has 
lived
